NAM y Club was formed in Zagreb on the oth y 
aed eah to its tremendous record of success i 
European and international competition, it has become reeg 
nised throughout the world of soccer as DINAMO ZAGREB and " 
without doubt, one of Yugoslavia's most popular clubs, 5, 


As one of the country's top four clubs, known as the "Great 
Four", it has won the national championships three times a 
the Yugoslav Cup no less than six times, often Playing before 
crowds of 60,000 at Zagreb's Maksimir Stadium. 


In its thirty-five year history the club has played over 2,200 
games of which it has won 76%, drawn 8% and lost the rest - 
but it has never been in the bottom half of the ladder. 


In the European Cup DINAMO ZAGREB has been the most successful 
Yugoslavian club. It was in the 1963 UEFA Cup final and def- 
eated Leeds United in the 1967 final. In international games 
the club has defeated the Austrian national team (5-2), A.C. 
Milan (1-0), Juventus (2-1 and 3-0), Bayern (4-1) and Glasgow 
Celtic (2-1), to name but a few of its opponents. 


A Yugoslav national team without DINAMO ZAGREB players would 
be unthinkable. Many, such as Ivica Horvat, Vranjo Velf, Iva" 
dazbinsek, Brank Plese, Rudolf Belin, Drazen Jerkovic and 
August Lesnik, have become legends both at home and on the 
international scene. In all, over 60 DINAMO ZAGREB players 
have represented Yugoslavia in the past and today's team als 
includes Velimir Zajec, Zeljko Kranjcar, Stjepan Dever tes ce 
Sndezan Cerin, Zelimir Stincic and Abid Kovacevic. All tN
